The assembling department in the
main shop is where the varlous parts
made in readiness in the other de-
partments are put together and riveted
with wrought iron bolts, A number of
men are engaged at this point and It
is amazing to see the amount of work
done apparently without any great ef-
fort,

The reamer {8 a machine for the en-
larging and dressalng of the rivet holes
made by the punches, In very partlcu-
lar work, it {8 necessary to use the
reamer in order to make the holes
more exact, This huge machine is op-
erated with ease and 1s propelled by
aleotric power,

Attentlon must necessarlly be at-
tracted by the bolt maker, This Is a
nolsy machine by which the steel riv-
ets are made for the joining together
of the pieces in the condtrue-
tion of bridiges or other steel work.

Friday morning Mrs., Swartz
felt something on the shoulder and
reaching to the spot was very much
surprised to find the part of the needle
which passed into her body through
her foot and has traversed from the
foot to the shoulder and out of the
body, The plece of steel I8 nearly
nn inch long and was nearly as bright
ag when it went Into the foot, Mrs.

REMARKABLE CAREER
Of Mrs, Kime As A Teacher, Covering

8She next
tuught at White Cloud, Kansas, and
returned to this eity and taught pri-
viite school antdl October, 1884, after
which she took up Kindergarten work
in the basement of the public lbrary.
She was married to Adam Kime Sep
tember 17, 1886, and finished the term
after her marringe. She organized the
Arat kindergarten at Angorn, Ind,, and
tanght' one gnmmer there, Mg, Kime
wasg o member of the Baptist church
from early glrlhood.

Electric Power Plant

And Building Will Be Com-
pleted By Nov. 15

A large force of men Is working on
the excavating for the new power
plant and in a few days work will be.
gin on the foundation walls. Local
conditions are so favorable that very
rapld progress is expected,

Carloads of ¢ement furnished by W,
H. West of this city, are belng recelv-
ed, together with stone and other ma-
terials necessary for the construction
of the bullding. The lumber Is being
furnished by the local dealers, About
18 tons of cast iron pipe furnished by
the Massillon Steel Co. will be used to
conduct water from the river to the
large condensers in the bullding.

The bulding will be fireproof. no
wood whatever will be used In the
construction, The walls will be
brick, the floors concrete, and the
roof will be of concrete and steel,

The steam turbines will be furnish-
ed by the Westinghouse Co. s will
be the switchboard, the boilers by the
Babeock & Wileox Co. of New York,
and other apparatus from a number
of other companies.

Machinery Is expected on the
ground in three weeks and it is con-
fidently expected that the plant will
delivering eurrent not later than
November 15th,
